Infant triplets halt construction

Hockney explained that the lack 
of a permit not only pushes back the 
work at the new high school, but 
puts the township center at risk, but 
it is relying on getting its utilities 
brought over from the high school.

Hockney was adamant that the 
work had to begin by Sept. 30, 
though he said he'd prefer to see it 
begin on Sept. 15. 



"We've done everything we've 
needed to do f " said Hockney. "The 
fellow in charge of this project at the 
Army Corp didn't sign off on this, 
and he left on a leave of absence 
because his wife had triplets." 

Later Hockney said the new per- 
son jn charge said it would take 30 
days to get the permit signed. "We're 
trying to push to get it signed," he 
said. "We're trying to use any influ- 
ence we have, with anyone we have 

it with to get this thing through. 
We're hoping to get it signed by the 
end of the week."

Airport closes

When they landed, that was it." 

Son escapes alive

news from her son, Dennis, who was 
working directly across the street 
from the World Trade Center that 

morning. 

"Right after the first attack, he 
called and told me to turn on the TV. 
1 had no idea what was going on at 
the time," O'Neal said. "He said he 
saw people jump out of building 
it looked like a war zone. He said he 
had to go to the pharmacy to buy 
anthrax medicine."

Breakfast at the home of 
Michael Echardt, 38, of Grayslake, 
was interrupted with notification to 
report for duty. Echardt, an FBI 
agent, is a specialist in terrorism.

Glenn, now a Texas resident, is with 
the Secret Service.

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Condo concerns revisited

Cedar Development of Lake 
Villa, with a condominium project 
approved one year ago, has added a 
second properly at G33 Main St. and 
six more condominium units to its 
original proposal. The plan is about 
to be finalized for a second time by 
the board of directors of the Village 
ofAntioch. 

Initially the plan called for two 
buildings with a combined total of 
1 1 units at 639 Main St. The new 
proposal calls for three buildings 
and a combined 17 units on the 
adjacent 633 and 639 Main St. lots. 

According to Hob Silhnn, direc- 
tor of planning and zoning, the 
developer needs a variation as vil- 
lage ordinance calls for one building 
per lot, and though the combined 
property is made up of three platted 
parcels, it is viewed as only two lots. 
"This is typical," said Silhan. "Older 
lots are undersized by today's regu-

Silhan said the second proposal 
is "very, very similar" to the first. 
"He added a piece of property to the 
site," said Silhan. "By virtue of doing 
this, he (Dennis Biedron, project 
developer) could come up with a 



better plan for the development," 

Discussion by the village board 
was a deja vu of last year's with the 
major concern being that the devel- 
opment docs not, in essence, 
become an apartment complex. The 
worry is that the close proximity to 
the train tracks and crossings could 
cause unit owners to become 
unhappy as the passing trains, by 
law, must sound their whistles when 
they are within one-quarter mile of 
a crossing. 

Attorney Donald Anderson said 
the ordinance contains "the maxi- 
mum legal impetus for homeowner- 
ship and not apartments." 

The wording was changed so 
that the condominium board, once 
established, can change the 
covenants so individuals can rent 
out their units if needed or desired. 
Trustees Dorothy Larson and Larry 
Hanson concurred that the home-

owners' rights shouldn't be limit- 
ed.

Program offers help to teens in need

The ACHS (Antioch Community 
High School) Student Assistance 
Program is encouraging teens in 
need to get the help they need to 
overcome chemical dependence on 
drugs and alcohol. 

"We've met our goal," said the 
program's coordinator Tim 
Noon an. "We get the kids some- 
where, and get them some help." 

The program works on three 
levels: prevention, intervention and 
support services. 

Prevention programs includes 
Freshman Advisory that assists first 
year students with their adjustment 



to high school by having upper- 
classmen offer advice about how to 
be successful. Operation Snowball 
is done during the second semester 

and helps students reaffirm their 

goals to lead healthy lifestyles. 

Peer mediation is used to help 
resolve student conflicts through the 
services of trained peer mediators. 
Under the Teens Against Tobacco 
Use (TATU, pronounced tattoo) pro- 
gram, students are trained by pre- 
vention specialists with the 
American Lung Association to edu- 
cate students in grades 4-6 about the 
dangers associated with smoking 
and other tobacco related products. 

Intervention is used when stu- 
dents show signs of academic or 



behavioral problems. According to 
Noonan, 150 students were referred 
to the team last year. Of those, 104 
were negatively impacted by their 
own or someone else's use of drugs 
or alcohol. Noonan said a majority 

of those students hadn't violated 

any school codes. 

#: -. "Tim is to be commended. The 

program isn't to punish the stu- 
dents, but to get them help," said 
Supt. Dennis Hockney. "Also, we're 
not trying to hide the issue." 

One of the goals for this year is 
to administer a drug and alcohol 
survey early in November. 
Additionally, a handbook for par- 
ents is to be. published next sum- 
mer.

In Lake Villa, precautionary measures 
were taken as Dist.

Parents who wished to personalty retrieve 
their children were allowed to do so. Students 
who wished to call parents were allowed to do 
so. 

Lake Villa Police added an extra patrol to 
the train station and post office, "just as a pre- 
caution," said Chief Roger Visconti.

Kathy Blaszak received a call from her hus- 
band saying he was safe. He was in California, 
•but often does business at the World Trade 

Center. 

Joe Martin, a Fox Lake police officer, had a 
similar experience. His wife works in New 
York, but was OK. 

"My husband was on a flight at O'Hare at 
8:30 a.m. It got to 8:50 a.m. and it did not take 
off," said Carol Matt of Ingleside. "Nothing 
before has touched the country. If it was from 
a country, we can deal with that, I hope this 
does not come to a big war." 

Round Lake reacts 

Round Lake Police Chief Charlie Foy asked 
Superintendent Dr. Mary Davis to consider 
closing all of the schools. 

"I was concerned about people calling in 
bomb threats," said Foy. 

Instead all schools were put on a "lock in" 
with no one allowed outside for activities 
according to school district spokesperson 
Carmen Martinez. 

CLC closes classes 

According to CLC spokesperson Lyia 
MacLean, all of its locations canceled classes 

on Sept. 1 1 only. 

She said televisions were set up around 
the Grayslake campus to keep staff and stu-

"The student government association 
held a forum at one o'clock to discuss what 
happened," she said. 

Air travel w 

Nettie Galla, of Gall a- Valla Travel Services, 
Inc. in Grayslake, said she received a number 
of telephone calls from residents with upcom- 
ing travel plans, checking the status of their 
trips. 

"We had one guy who hates to fly, getting 
ready to take his first flight to Seattle," she said. 
"This was a heck of thing to happen." 

According to Galla, travelers and the air- 
lines have been understanding in the wake of 
the apparent terrorist attack, with the airlines 
allowing passengers to make changes in their 
travel dates without penalty. 

Naval base restrictions 

All non-essential personnel at the U.S. 
Naval Training Center in Great Lakes have 
been authorized to leave the base and non- 
essential buildings have been secured. 

Additionally, liberty for sailors residing in 
barracks at Great Lakes have been restricted. 

The recruit pass in review ceremonies 
scheduled for Thursday-Friday, Sept. 13-14, as 
well as the Reserve Non-Prior Service Training 
graduation scheduled for Thursday, Sept. 13 
will not be open to the public. 

Sailors will complete their boot camp 
training but attendance at the ceremonies will 
be limited to military members only. 

Early work day 

Keith Gibour, originally from Gumee was 
sent home early from his work at Computer 
Share, 2 N. LaSalle St., Chicago. The building 
he works at is only a few city blocks from the 
Chicago Board of Trade and near the Sears 
Tower. 

"I think people are more scared to be 
down here than anything and there is 
nowhere safer than being in your own home," 
said Gibour.

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Imost one year to the day since its grand opening celebration, the 
"Mano-A-Mano Family Resource Center" in Round Lake Park is 
facing the cold, hard fact that it may have to close its doors forever, 
due to lack of funds. 

During the short life span of the center, it has seen a number of clients, v 
"We have helped 1,016 individuals and families with finding employment,' * 
learning to speak English, learn parenting skills and much more," said 
Executive Director Maru Tomusiak. 

The center provides a variety of services and programs such as: job 
readiness, homework help after school, youth and violence prevention, 
immigration assistance, legal assistance, counseling for abused women and 
children, family counseling, and an information and referral program to other 
social service agencies in Like County. The center has also helped with voters 
registration and health- related workshops. 

The resource center started as the seed of an idea from the brain of Hound 
Like Park-Hainesville Police Chief Bruce Johnson. 

As the idea sprouted, it got transplanted into the head of Round Lake Park 
Mayor 11a Bauer, then germinated in the minds of the village board of trustees 
— Trade Krahnke, Dave Christensen, Ken Schnur.Tina O'Rourke, John 
Teubert and Jean McCue, before it blossomed into a huge bouquet of hope for 
minorities and the community. -

Under the leadership of State Rep. Mark Beaubien (R-VVauconda) and 
State Sen. William Peterson (R-Long Grove), the center obtained a $100,000 
grant from the State and the harvest of hope began. 

Right from the beginning, it was agreed that the mission of the center 
would be to provide resources to improve the quality of living in the culturally 

diverse Round Like area. 

After an initial attempt at hiring an executive director failed, Bauer took a 
chance by hiring a bilingual kindergarten teacher, Tomusiak, as executive 
director, and told her she wanted the center open in a month. 

Tomusiak said she was a little shocked when she entered the building. "It 

was vacant," she said. "There was no electricity, no furniture, no computers, 

there was nothing!" 

Still, the center opened one month later, with the help of volunteers, like

building commissioner. Larry Scott, local preacher Dave Gardner and others, and the results have surpassed 
all expectations according to Bauer. ' . 

"The center has helped bring the whole community together. It has helped the minority population 
realize that their feelings and opinions are valued," said Bauer. 

"If the center is forced to close, it will be the single biggest disappointment of my life. I would feel like a 
failure. I believe we would lose all the momentum we have gained in bringing this diverse community 
together," concluded the visibly upset mayor. 

Chief Johnson echoed the mayor. "If it closes it will be a huge negative," said Johnson. 

"The center is bridging a gap that unfortunately is in our area. It has opened a lot of doors for people, 
created dialogue, formed friendships and trust between police officers and minorities, introduced residents to 
social service agencies, acted as translator in emergencies, and created great opportunities for people to 
volunteer and get involved in the community," said Johnson. 

The chief added that due to overcrowding at the center, classes are sometimes taught at the police station. 

"Even the social worker, Marcela Alfonsin, uses our 'soft interview' room to counsel people," he said. 
"There will be a huge vacuum left if the center closes." 

State Rep. Beaubien agrees. "One way or another, the center has to stay open. It has been an outstanding 
success." He said, "It's my belief that Mano-A-Mano will continue to exist, either with public or state funding. 
We can't let it close." • 

His wife, Dee, agrees. 

"The center provides a place where people feel they have friends and can get help. Baxter has put a lot of 
trust in the center and provided a grant for the social worker. It would be a disaster if it closed," she said. 

Jim Kirby, a successful retired real estate developer, who teaches GED classes on Monday nights at the 
center, said that his parents took his sister and him to a remote part of Mexico over 40 years ago. 

"At the age of 10, 1 became acutely aware of the problems associated with not being able to speak the 

language," he said. .. , 

Kirby also mentioned that he owns a home in Cabo San Lucas, Mexico, and said that a lot of Americans , 

retire down there.

Kremezi's inviting images and workable 
recipes - from meatballs from Rhodes to 
festive bread from Kythera - are bound to 
fascinate, whether you have visited some of 
the islands she discusses, as we have, or 
whether you simply enjoy Mediterranean 
cooking. 

Hortopita Rollo (a coiled, vegetable-and- 
cheese-filled bread) takes time to prepare, 
but the end results is worth the effort.

recipe allows for substitutions to suit your 
tastebuds and to accommodate what's avail- 
able at the market. We made it with spinach, 
leek, Swiss Chard and dill, and the results 
were an unqualified success.

(Coiled Spinach, Leek and Fennel Pic)

4-4 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 

2 tsp. baking powder 

2/3 cup olive oil 

1 cup dry white wine or beer

1 2 lbs. mixed greens (such as spinach, 
Swiss chard, dandelion greens, arugu- 
la and/or mesclun) 
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1 cup olive oil 

3 leeks (white parts plus 3 in. of the 

green parts), thinly sliced 

6 scallions (white and most of the 

green parts), thinly sliced - 

1 cup coarsely chopped fresh flat-leaf 

parsley 

2 cups crumbled feta cheese 

1 cup coarsely chopped fennel fronds 
plus tender stalks, or fresh dill 
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Make the crust: In a large bowl, mix 4 cups flour with the baking powder. Add 
the oil and wine or beer and mix briefly with a food processor until a soft dough 
forms. If necessary, add a bit more flour. Shape the dough into a ball and let rest 
In the food processor for 15 minutes. 

Make the filling: Rinse the greens, drain briefly and place in a large pot while 
still wet. Cook over high heat, stirring, until wilted. Let cool. 

Squeeze the excess liquid from the wilted greens with your hands, then coarse- 
ly chop them. 

In a large skillet, heat 1/4 cup of the oil and saute for 3 minutes more. Add the 
wilted greens, the parsley and 3 tablespoons of the oil and saute for 4 minutes, or 
until most of the liquid has evaporated. Remove from the heat and add the 
cheese, fennel or dill, currants and pepper to taste. Taste and add salt if neces- 
sary - feta is usually quite salty. Set aside to cool. 

Preheat the oven to 375 degrees F. Pour the remaining oil into a small bowl 

and use some of it to oil a 12-inch pie pan. 

Divide the dough into 4 pieces. Cover 3 of the pieces with plastic wrap. On a 
floured surface, roll 1 piece into a 15-by-10-inch rectangle. Brush both sides of the 
phyllo (dough) sheet with oil and place one-quarter of the filling on it, leaving a 1- 
inch border all around. Roll it up from a long side like a cigar and then coil it into a 
spiral shape and place seam side down in the center of the pan. Continue with the 
remaining phyllo and filling, coiling the rolled pieces, starting the next one where 
the last one leaves off. Brush the dough generously with oil and prick with a fork in 
several places* 

Bake for 45 minutes, or until golden brown. Let cool for 15 minutes before cut- 
ting. Serve warm or at room temperature.

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"What strikes me is that the issues are the 
same fpr.the wealthy Americans there," Kirby 
said. 

He added that they need help with gov- 
ernment forms, getting driver's licenses, 
understanding paper work, learning the laws, 
and getting acclimated to a different culture, 
just like immigrants who come to the Lake 
County area. 

"The value of a place like Mano-A-Mano 
is immense. I wish we had one in Cabo San 
Lucas," said Kirby. . 

.Kirby also said that if the center closes, a 
lot of people will become isolated from the 
general public, and that will impede their 
personal acclimation to our culture and the 
type of development we like to see in them 
and their families. 

He said that someone has to tell immi- 
grants that they need a license to drive legal- 
ly, and that it's mandatory to purchase auto 
insurance. They also have to be taught about 
ordinances limiting the number of people 
who can live in a house or apartment. 

Immigrants need to be taught that there 
arc laws against playing music as loud as they 
want. 

He said the cultures are very different. 
"We have to convey to them the Northwest 
suburban way of life. If we (the center) don't 
teach them, who will?" 

Still the funding for the center is coming to 
an end. The $100,000 grant is just about used 
up and additional funds need to be found. 

If the center does not find another way to 
get funding by the end of October, Tomusiak 
said it will have to cease its operations. The 
greater Hound Lake area and Lake County 
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will lose one of its most valuable service ori- 
ented places. 

It is estimated that around 20,000 Hispanic 
and other immigrants will lose this special 
place where they can find a helping hand. 

According to a press release, written by Jim 
Kirby, from the center These days immigrants 
don't necessarily come to our large cities when 
they first arrive in the United States. 

The Round Lake area, until recently 
made up of a group of small semi-rural vil- 
lages, is now home to large numbers of peo- 
ple who are arriving daily from many differ- 
ent countries around the world, especially 
Latin America, Eastern Europe and Asia. 

These new arrivals come with the same 
needs, and bring the same challenges and 
opportunities with them, that prompted the 
formation of the famous Hull House and 
other "settlement houses" in Chicago, .$ 
generations ago. 

This is an old story here in America. We, 
who have come before need to help new peo- 
ple establish themselves, find jobs, learn 
English, improve their education, locate exist- 
ing social services, and find their way to becom- 
ing self-sufficient contributors to our society. 

We have done this in the big cities, and 

now we need to do the same here. 

The press release continued by stating 
that those of us in the "private sector," citi- 
zens and businesses alike, must now step for- 
ward with financial support to ensure that 
the center can continue its vital work. 

It ended with, "Please help us by making 
a generous donation to the Mano-A-Mano 
Family Resource Center Foundation, Inc."

obsessed with continuing Statton's 
legacy as a troublemaker and rule 
breaker at the school while his 
friends, become less and less inter- 
ested. 

"Now you have a chance to 
change things and you want noth- 
ing to do with it," said Field at one 
point in the movie. 

Field takes over part of the 
basement of the school and starts 
making posters, flyers, and the like 
describing the high school as an 
institution where students are told 
and forced to do things and are 
never able to think on their own or 
use their creativity. As we see in 
one scene, a teacher rips up a 
piece of artwork that one of the 
three friend's submits to a contest. 

This just fuels Field even more 
and, at this point, things take a 
major and interesting turn in the 
movie. 

The friends, along with Melissa 
George, a girl who shares informa- 
tion she knows about Statton with 
the friends and who starts a 
romance with one of the friends 
during the movie, puts hundreds of 
fliers up around the school. The 
posters, fliers and collages depict 



images that give the school a bad 
name, implying the students are 
brain-washed and told how to 
think. 

The group also steals test 
answers for numerous tests and 
hands them out to students hoping 
to gain their support against the 
school. The friends feel that tests 
stifle ones creativity anyway. 

The idea of the movie was well 
thought out and takes on an almost 
psychiatric approach. But, the 
movie was slow moving and what 
was concluded in an hour and a 
half could have been done in 1 5 
minutes. 

This movie does have one 
thing going for it and that is its sur- 
prise ending. The ending is not the 
one that you suspect.

"Gus" Roeser was born withTrisonomy, a type 
of Down Syndrome that accounts for about 93 
percent of people affected by Down 
Syndrome. 

Anna wants the community to accept Gus 
and to "see him as a child first and that the 
Down syndrome is just a part of him. He is a 
wonderful child." 

The Roeser family has faced many obsta- 
cles that are common for families that take 
care of a child or adult with Down Syndrome. 

Gus was born with Hirschesprung disease, 
a disease of the large intestine and colon. The 
disease is under control but (he Roesers still 
have to constantly monitor it. He also 

had problems with his heart and has under- 
gone a total of four surgeries and spent the 
first year of his life hospitalized at the 
Children's Memorial Hospital in Chicago five 



times. 

"When you have a child with Down 
Syndrome, your hopes and wants are differ- 
ent. You follow a different route than you 
would have before," said Anna. 

Since Gus was born with an extra X-chro- 
mosome in every cell in his body his cognitive, 
physical, occupational and speech abilities 
are impeded. 

The school he attends, Adler Early 
Childhood program in Libertyville, has three 
teachers that help Gus and three other chil- 
dren with all kinds of learning disabilities. 
They give physical therapy to help with mus- 
cle tone, develop communication through 
sign language and give occupational therapy 
for his fine motor skills like using scissors, and 
placing small objects in a jar. 

"He works with a speech therapist to show 
him how to use sign language to show his 
wants and needs... so he doesn't cry or throw a 
temper tantrum," said Anna Roeser. They also 
teach him how to imitate sounds, said Anna. 

As for Gus' future, he has a minor surgery 
scheduled for Friday, Sep. 14. He will get his 
third set of ear tubes. 

Anna is a parent volunteer for the DDC. 
She helps educate and support families who 
are new to the community who care for a child 
or adult with Down syndrome as well as peo- 
ple who have a new baby with Down syn- 
drome. 

With the help of Anna's father, , she plans 
on setting up the first bilingual publication for 
Spanish families who care for someone with 
Down syndrome. She wants to let the Spanish 
people of the community know that there is 
support out there and they're not alone.

First day to circulate nomination 
papers for political office approaches 



The first day for established and indepen- 
dent candidates for 2002 elections to circulate 
nomination petitions is Sept. 10, and these 
petitions are to be filed between Dec. 10-17. 

Those filing for county wide offices were 
to pick up petition packets beginning Sept. 10 
at the Lake County Clerk's office. Petitions can 
also be accessed on-line at 
www.co.lake.il.us/cntyclk beginning Sept. 14. 
Candidates for precinct committeemen may 
circulate nominating petitions beginning 
Sept. 18. However, because precinct bound- 
aries cannot be established until state legisla- 
tive districts are set, it is not recommended. 
Circulating prior to legislative districts being 



set would likely result in obtaining signatures 
for voters who are not residents of the new 
precinct. 

If filing for a state office, interested parties 
need to file with the State Board of Elections in 
Springfield. Candidates for City of Lake Forest 
offices should contact the city clerk's office for 
petition and filing information.

C ounty officials to lobby 
for sales tax to pay for roads 



Lake County officials will be lobbying the 
state legislature for permission to seek a refer- 
endum to add to highway resources. 

"We are asking the state legislature, in the 
fall veto session, for permission to seek a .25 
cents increase sales tax to pay for roads, said 
Suzi Schmidt, Lake County Board chairman. 

"We are a creature of the legislature. Only 
Cook County is a home-rule county," Schmidt 
said. 

Schmidt said the plan is to have the issue 
before voters on the March, 2002 ballot. There 
will be public hearings on the proposal and an 
organized effort, Schmidt said. 

"We have high hopes the state legislator 

will consider us during the fall veto session. All 

of our area legislators are behind it," Schmidt 
said. 

Schmidt said the increased revenue could 
bring $15 to $18 million. 

"We had to give the state five, 10, 15 and 
20-year plans," 

Schmidt said. 

Some facts on the Lake County highway 
system: There are 290 centerline miles of Lake 
County highways. This is equivalent to a one- 
way trip from Chicago to Detroit. 

There are 780 miles of travel lanes that 
make up Lake County highways. This is the 
distance equivalent to a one-lane road from 
Chicago to Washington, D.C. 

More than 2.9 million miles of travel occur 
on Lake County highways every day. 

More than 1888,000 drivers use Lake 
County highways each day, which is about 
equal to the population of Orlando. 

The County Department of 



Transportation has a budget of more than $12 
million and a five-year improvement plan, 
worth approximately $165 million. 

State highways account for 349 miles of 
arterial and collector roads in the county. 
There are also township, tollroad and munici- 
pal roads. 

Schmidt gave an informal address to Fox 
Lake business leaders. A Lake Villa resident, 
she was named Lake County Board Chairman 
in December. 

"I mink the county board is acting well as 

a unit. The redistricting went well, despite the 

two lawsuits filed on behalf of Hispanics in 

Waukegan districts. We had checked with the 

State's Attorney's office about that, before the 

map was in place. We are confident it will be 
upheld," Schmidt said. 

She said the upcoming 2002 election, in 
which all county seats will be up, should be 
interesting, to say the least. 

Schmidt said a south branch for the Lake 
County Circuit Court system is being planned 
for Diamond Lake Road area. The Grayslake 
court branch will be phased out. A court site 
is being considered in the Round Lake area. 

One school board president wished to 
know about impact fees. 

"We, as a county, have to follow the 
Naperville formula. 1 remember back in 1988 
when Larry Leaiblad suggested we look into 

it," Schmidt recalled. 

On a personal note, Schmidt, speaking at 
a chamber of commerce lunch, said she 
always knew Lake County was for her. She cel- 
ebrated a birthday last month, with a call from 
U.S. Rep. Phil Crane.

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Barat-DePaul alliance spurs college enrollment 
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College enrollment of Lake County resi- 
dents is at an all-time high and it's going to get 
larger. 

That is assured with the strategic alliance 
formed between DePaul University and Barat 
College, Lake Forest. 

Administrators are predicting growth of 
Barat's 800 students to a population of 2,500 
in five years, of whom 1,500 will be part-time 
graduate students. 

Incoming Barat freshmen this fall, are 
participating in the innovative Discover 
Chicago program that parallels the hands-on 
curriculum students enjoy on DePauPs 
Lincoln Park and Loop campuses. They will 
have the chance to participate in four projects 
that delve into such issues as poverty in the 
land of plenty, and Chicago's past, present 
and future geological and ecological environ- 
ments. To help bring the lessons alive, stu- 
dents will work in soup kitchens and homeless 
shelters or hike through lakcfront dunes and 
forests containing rare plant life. 

Curriculum for the new Barat Campus still 
is evolving, but already academic paths are 
more clearly defined. The Illinois Board of 
Higher Education has approved 15 new pro- 
gram that DePaul may offer in Lake County.

S cript the same 
for two bad plans 

There is an eerie similarity between the ongoing clash of 
officialdom and the citizenry over the construction of two 
controversial tollvvays at either end of the metro area. 
It is as if the battle over the extension of Rte, 53 in Lake 
County and the extension of 1-355 in the southern suburbs are of the 
same script. In many ways, the scenario, indeed, is identical— people 
in high places, both in and out of government, pushing road building 
plans designed to alleviate traffic congestion on a motoring public 
made up of frustrated supporters, skeptics and militant opponents. 

An extended 1-355 is hailed as the answer to south suburban 
highway congestion while opening the door to the proposed third 
major airport at Peotonc.The extension of Rte. 53 northward from the 
Lake-Cook line to a point south of Grayslake is acclaimed as the 
solution to gridlock in the third most populous county in Illinois. 

Opponents of the controversial 1-355 extension insist there is no 
unified support in the south suburbs. They look with disdain on the 
purported three percent of Lockport and 16 percent of New Lenox of 
survey residents supporting the tollway as hardly an "overwhelming 
majority." They point to citizen backing being garnered from an 
alternative of doing nothing at all. 

As evidenced by Build 53 bumper stickers, the pressure on 
citizens for extending Rte. 53 has been relentless for seven years. A 
combine funded jointly by the Illinois Tollway Authority and the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation has studied, massaged and fostered a 
positive response for the controversial highway for more than two 
years. Results are mixed. Business groups have joined the Rte. 53 
bandwagon, but the motoring public remains skeptical as the result 
of funding backwatering by the state and a strong call from oppo- 
nents to enact alternatives that can be started soon and funded 
through existing financial mechanisms. 

The opposition to 1-355 is embodied in an Action Plan advanced 
by New Alternatives Inc. calling for massive increases in the capacity 
of arterial roads and expressways at the same time enhancing public 
transit services. Sound familiar? Sidestepping outright opposition to 
Rte, 53, Mundelein officials drew an alternative to Rte. 53 that 
embodies the immediate upgrading existing arterials and corridors 
while continuing to study the feasibility and need of another tollway 
in Lake County. We dubbed the alternative proposal the Mundelein 

Plan. 

As we have observed in these columns before, road building in 

Illinois rarely is about transportation. Moreover, roads are built to 
satisfy a crazy quilt of interests — tap the road building industry for 
campaign contributions, create jobs for unions, implement land use 
change; permit wealthy, well-connected land speculators to cash in, 
stimulate social change, fulfill dreams of planners to mention a few. t 
Will it ever come to pass that taxpayers and the motoring public 
be given some honest alternatives by the state for alleviating the sub- 
urban highway mess?

November her term on Fremont 
School board of education after 
being defeated for re-election by an 
1 1 in hour scathing, insulting letter 
critical of her questioning taxing and 
spending policies of the district. Way 
didn't have time to respond. 

Single parent Tina Smith of 
Island Lake, recently divorced, 
found NICOR service representa- 
tives uncooperative and rude in 
her attempts to arrange a partial 
payment program to prevent a 
shut off due to a delinquency. 

"They said my $200 payment 
would be accepted, but the shut- 
off order would stand?" Smith 
related. "That didn't seem fair so I 
called back. The second time I was 
told an extra $300, which I don't 
have, would be necessary. I called 
back an hour later and the 
charged was raised to $583. What 
gives? I feel like the gas company 
'double clutched' me," added 
Smith, who is employed at an 
animal care shelter.

Sir Wimp shows way in war on wasps 



I could never be a hunter. 1 'm too big a 
softy to point a gun at, and shoot, Bambi 
the deer or any other innocent animal. 
I couldn't be a fisherman, either, 1 have 
seen little fishies with hooks in their mouths 
and they were anything but happy. 

So call me a wimp. (You're a wimp, Jerry.) 
Thank you. 

But every September, I become a killer. I 
have a trap hanging from the back of my 
garage that lures wasps. You know, mat swarm 
of nasty little yellow jackets that invades us at 
this time every year. 

My trap, with a little lunch meat and cherry 
juice, attracts at least a dozen wasps a day and, 
once inside, they can't get out and they die. 

Call me cruel. (You're cruel, Jerry.) 
Yes, indeed, it's an ugly job but somebody has 
to do it. I think our local governments should 
officially reward me with the title "West Lake 

County Wasp Warden." 

Knighthood would be OK, too. 

I figure the wasps I capture might other- 
wise be building nests in or on our homes. 
The females who survived last winter are 
forming new colonies. Soon a nest might in- 
clude a couple thousand of those creepy crit- 
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ters. Home builders are removing many of the 
big old trees the wasps loved, so they are using 
our homes as yellow-jacket motels. 

I became their enemy a few Septembers 
ago when I came home to find those annoying 
varmints had built a nest inside our alu- 
minum siding; hundreds of them, buzzing 
and busy as bees. 

Instead of staying outside, they were slith- 
ering through a tiny crack in a window frame. 
They were all over the house and our cats were 
having a ball, swatting them down like King 
Kong did with the airplanes. 

If provoked, wasps can sting repeatedly and 
painfully. I managed to kill the ones in the house 
without harming any humans or pets. Then I 
called a famous pest-control company that 
wanted $150 or more to treat the problem, I 



sought a second opinion and my tittle-old local 
pest-control service did an excellent job of wip- 
ing them out for $80. Plus, the bug killers were 
pleasant and helpful in explaining the problem 
and the solution. 

A year later, a neighbor family suddenly 

was overwhelmed by yellow jackets that got 
inside and built a nest in their attic. The at- 
traction was the food down below in the 
kitchen. A pest-control woman went up a lad- 
der and eliminated the intruders. 

Yellow jackets are very sociable. They 
drop in uninvited forcookouts and other out- 
door events; they hang around supermarket 
parking lots to see what groceries you bought. 
And they even ride along in your golf cart if 
you're having a can of cola or beer. They 
might dive in for a swim, so be careful you 
don't swallow one! 

One pest-control worker told me he is 
called out to destroy as many as five yellow- 
jacket nests a day. 

Yellow jackets mate when they mature 
and, wouldn't you know it, after the matings 

the males die. 

Oh well, that's probably better than death 

by insecticide. 




The Great Lakes-Let's keep them great! 



There is an old proverb that goes, "you 
never know the value of water until 
the well runs dry." 
When it comes to water, we are 
"part-owner" of one of the most valuable re- 
sources anywhere— the Great Lakes. Twenty 
percent of the world's fresh water lies within 
the Great Lakes. It goes without saying that 
we must do everything necessary to conserve 
and preserve that valuable resource. 

When you have something that is pre- 
cious, there are always those who want a part 
of it. The same can be said about fresh water. 
For some years, the eight states that border the 
five lakes, as well as the Canadian provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec, have been able, through 
a Great Lakes charter, to set and control stan- 
dards for water usage of the Lakes. 

Under the present charter, the signatories 
consult with each other when there are pro- 
posals to divert or use water which may total- 
ly involve over 5 million gallons of water a 
day. To show the value of our resource and 
why we should be vigilant to conserve it, re- 
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cently a Canadian group proposed a plan to 
export 160 million gallons of water a year from 
Lake Superior and ship it to Asia. Like every- 
thing else, it's all about money. 

Recently, the eight states and die Canadian 
provinces signed a document called. Annex 2001 
which stands as a working agreement to create 
a stronger water management system for the 
Great Lakes. They agreed that by the year 2004 
they will establish a new and clear set of stan- 
dards to protect and regulate the lakes. 

One of the provisions that the conferees 
deleted was a concept that it earlier consid- 
ered. It would have allowed new withdrawals 



of water less than 1 million gallons a day with- 
out normal procedures of consultation, lt re- 
minded me of the late Illinois Senator Everett 
Dirksen's quotation about spending public 
monies. "A million here, and a million there, 
and the next thing you know, we're talking 
about real money." the same can be said 
about water usage. 

When 1 walk along the shores of Lake 
Michigan, I see how much the lake has reced- 
ed. There are other factors than diversion that 
have caused this phenomenon. But it is a re- 
minder to all of us that our natural resources 
are finite and we must conserve them. 

The lakes contribute in so many diverse 
ways to the quality of life whether it be busi- 
ness and industry, recreation and boating, 
residential development, or just its natural 
beauty, and so many other amenities, that we 
must continue to insure its pristine value. 

Isn't it apt that they call the five fresh water 
lakes the Great Lakes? It is up to us, and the 
eight states that make up the lakes basin, and 
the Gmadian provinces to keep them GREAT.

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Politicians promote O'Hare expansion at breakfast

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Open their 10th season, members of the 
Lake County business community came out 
to the inaugural session of the Like County 
Power Breakfast. 

First-term U.S. Representative Mark Kirk 
(R-Kenilworth) and Illinois State Senators 
Adeline Geo-Karis (R-Zion) and Terry Link (D- 
Vernon Hills) were on hand to talk about the 
tax surplus and what should be done at with 
O'Hare Airport. 

Kirk said he has done his best, an active 
freshman in congress, to "hit the ground run- 
ning." 

He said he has been working to remove 
disposed toxic waste from Zion and 31 other 
areas around Great Likes. 

"I want a nuclear-free 10th District," Kirk 
said. 

On the topic of the U.S. tax surplus, Geo- 
Karis said that concern of the lack of a surplus 
is "overblown." 

"People are concerned that there is a lack 
of the surplus, which means we can't spend as 
much, but we don't need to spend that much," 
she said. "We need to watch what we spend." 

Link said he disagrees with President 
Bush's tax rebates, especially if the government 
is now having to dip into social security sur- 
pluses. 
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"We've given $600 to people who don't 
really need it," he said. "Those who do, aren't 
getting it." 

Co-host of the power breakfast, Lenny 
Khayat, asked the panel what can be done 
about financial inconsistencies in govern- 
ment agencies check books and as well as the 
missing items from the Federal Bureau of 
Investigations. 

Kirk said inconsistencies were being 
looked at by a case by case basis and officials 
of the specific agencies will be held account- 
able. He said he is considering bringing 
back the "golden fleece" awards recognizing 
those who squander tax payer's money. 

Kirk specifically pointed to American 
sugar growers. With approximately 11,000 
growers in the group, Kirk said they receive 
around $500 million in subsidies which keeps 
foreign competition out. 



Two McHenry towns voice 53 support 

Resolutions from McHenry County, the 
first have been passed in support of expand- 
ing Route 53 from Lake-Cook Road to 
Grayslake and then west to nearly Route 12 
and east toward Route 41. 

The resolutions from McHenry County 
were passed by the villages of Richmond and 
Johnsburg as well as by the McHenry County 
Economic Development Corporation. Other 
resolutions were passed by the Greater 
Lincolnshire Chamber of Commerce and by 
the Lake County Municipal League.

This brings to more than 60 the number of 
municipalities that have passed a resolution 
either in their community or through die Lake 
County organization or Northwest Municipal 
Conference. Some 15 chambers and two county 
boards (Lake and Cook) along with two county- 
wide economic development organizations, 
school district and others have asked for funding 
for the extension of the road.

He said that a national health plan needs 
to be implemented for those working 
Americans who work at businesses too small 
to provide that benefit. 

In Lake County alone, Link noted that 
75,000 residents do not have health coverage. 
He said that they too are not elderly. 

He added that the Illinois legislature 
couldn't pass a $7 million initiative for family 
care for what he called "political reasons." 

"It's a sad day when we can't come up 
with $7 million," Link said.

Two more rabid bats identified 



The Lake County Health Department/ 
Community Health Center is continuing to 
urge residents to avoid contact with bats and 
to vaccinate their dogs and cats against rabies. 
After identifying two rabid bats in July in Zion 
and Wildwood, the Health Department has 
confirmed two additional cases. 

A rabid bat was discovered in a backyard 
in Round Lake on August 25. Another was dis- 
covered by a dog in Antioch on August 27. No 
human exposure occurred and therefore no 
one needed vaccination. Over the past month, 
two "rabid bats were also identified in Cook 
County. In Illinois, 16 bats have tested positive 
for rabies thus far this year. Bats are the most 
common rabid animal in Illinois. 

"There is no need to panic if you see a 
bat," said Dale Galassie, the Health 
Department's Executive Director. "The 
important things is to not come in contact 
with it. This is a particularly important mes- 
sage to teach children, who might be curious 
enough to touch one." 

Rabies is a fatal disease that affects the 
nervous system of humans and other mam- 
mals. It is transmitted by a bite of a rabid 
animal or by a contact between infected sali- 
va and open wounds or mucous membranes 



of the eyes, nose or mouth. There is no air- 
borne transmission of the disease, nor can 
rabies be transmitted from bat blood, urine 
or feces. 

Here are a few tips to prevent rabies: 

•Teach children never to handle unfamil- 
iar animals, even if they appear friendly. 

•Keep vaccinations current for all of your 
pets. If outside, keep your pets under direct 
supervision. 

•Keep stray animals out of your neighbor- 
hood by calling Animal Control. Consider 
having your pets spayed or neutered. 

•Contact animal control authority to have 
all dead, sick or suspicious bats tested for 
rabies if contact with peaople or pets may 
have occurred. 

•Wash any wound from an animal with 
soap and water and seek medical attention 
immediately. 

If there is a possibility that you or a family 

member have been bitten or touched by a bat, 
(even while sleeping), call a physician and the 
Health Department at 360-6423. For informa- 
tion on pet vaccinations and methods for 
excluding or testing bats, call the Health 
Department's Animal Control facility at 949- 

9925.

one part of an overall plan. I happen to 
believe that the kids who need to be 
placed at the front need more than that. 
They need help improving their overall 
processing so that they can absorb and 
pay attention to things correctly. 

I would like to see more discipline in 
all classrooms. I have seen a steady 
increase in kids diagnosed with some sort 
of behavioral or distractible disorder and 
at the same time, I have heard about the 
general condition of classrooms becom- 
ing more and more out of control. I have 
not only heard from parents, but also 
from tired teachers. Teachers who feel 
bound by the administration and the 
rules. They feel they cannot approach bad 
behavior as it should be approached 
because of the school's fear of litigation 
and yet many of them go to school afraid 
every day of the child who will "go off 
the wrong way and create a dangerous sit- 
uation, while 1 know there arc good and 
bad teachers out there, I do feel for all of 
them every day. In many schools today, it 
can feel more like "Beirut" than a subur- 
ban high school. Anyone who watches the 
news knows what I am talking about. 

My recommendation to you is that you 
take on your child's behavior. Instead of 
waiting for the teacher or the school to do 
something tailor-made for your child, you 
do it. 1 work with people every day who do 
this. We take on school behavior with 
home solutions. We build up a tolerance 
to distraclibility. It has been very powerful 
and can be done successfully. You just 
have to take the initiative to do it. 
Sometimes, it's easier to do things your- 
self than to fight with someone else to do 
it. And, when it is you doing it, you know 
it will be done 100% correctly because you 
love this child and want things to be bet- 
ter for him. 

The only other thing I can suggest for 
you is, if you are not happy with the cur- 
rent school setting, maybe you could try 
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to get the child into a private school or 
home school the child. There is a large 
movement for that lately. In fact, I heard 
something the other day that I predicated 
a long time ago. Don't ask me where I 
heard it, because it was more like a 
"grapevine" thing. It was about a neigh- 
borhood community that had taken on 
home schooling and had a number of 
homes in which a mom was teaching a 
certain subject. A small number of kids (I 
think 6-8) went to a different home each 
day to learn a different subject. These kids 
were getting the benefit of socialization, 
which is something that parents who 
home school worry about, and a great 
education. I said a few years ago that I 
thought we would be heading back to 
"Little House on the Prairie" again soon, 
with small, private, home school situa- 
tions. Looks like I was right. I predict this 



will take off across the country. You can 
check into home schooling through the 
Internet.

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Doctors urge caution in using alternative drugs to treat prostate cancer 



The use of alternative medicine for the 
treatment of prostate cancer has sparked lively 
debate among cancer specialists. 
"There have been so many claims made by 
drug companies, health professionals and 
patients, that when it comes to alternative 
medicine, it's hard to separate fact from 
fiction," says E. David Crawford, MD, 
Professor of Surgery/ Radiation Oncology 
at the University of Colorado Health 
Sciences Center. 

"In addition, there is a wealth of infor- 
mation on the Internet that is unregulated 
and, at times, only partially true. Scores of 
alternative medicine Web sites exist, each 
claiming their herbal remedy or technique 
is a cure-all for cancer." 

More people seeking 
alternatives 

One fact is clear: The use of alternative 



therapies has been increasing every year. 

This is understandable when you con- 
sider that almost 200,000 men in the 
United States were diagnosed with 
prostate cancer last year, and more than 
30,000 men died from it. 
According to a recent survey of patients 
who had been diagnosed with prostate 
cancer, 80 percent had tried some form of 
alternative medicine. "These survey 
results raise concerns among cancer spe- 
cialists who stress that very little research 
has yet to be done on the long-term 
effects of some alternative therapies, espe- 
cially in regard to possible interactions 
with conventional treatments," says 
Crawford. 

One alternative therapy in particular 
that has sparked recent debate among 
prostate cancer specialists is PC-SPES, a 
nutritional supplement composed of eight 



Chinese herbs. 






The PC-SPES controversy 

PC-SPES appears to reduce prostate- 
specific antigen (PSA) levels in men with 
hormone-sensitive cancer. However, as it 
is an herbal supplement, the FDA has no 
power to regulate its use and it is there- 
fore not held to the same rigorous testing 
and manufacturing laws as conventional 
medications. Consequently, experts do 
not know exactly what the benefits or the 
long-term effects of this supplement may 
be. 

Adding to the controversy is the fact 
that for more than 10 years, physicians 
have successfully prescribed FDA- 
approved hormonal therapy for the treat- 
ment of prostate cancer. Hormonal thera- 
py, which is clinically proven, lowers 
testosterone levels and can prevent tumor 



growth and further spread of the 

PC-SPES can also have side effects 
including blood clots in the legs or lungs, 
decreased libido, erectile dysfunction and 
breast enlargement in men. In addition, 
because over-the-counter herbal remedies 
are rarely covered by insurance plans, 
patients can end up paying almost $500 
per month while on PC-SPES. 

As there is no known cure for 
advanced prostate cancer, it is not sur- 
prising some patients look to non-tradi- 
tional means to combat this disease. 
Experts, however, urge patients to keep 
their physicians well informed of the alter- 
native therapies they are using as well as 
any side effects they are experiencing. 
"When patients ask about an alternative 
medication ... I tell them the truth: This 
drug may be helpful or it may be harmful, 
we just don't know," Crawford concludes.

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Fall planting key to prize winning garden 



Get ready for the fall planting season. 
Order spring blooming bulbs to take advan- 
tage of current availability. Most trees, 
shrubs and perennials also are available for 
planting at this time of year. Consider using 
a professional design along with profession- 
al project management for an aesthetically 
pleasing appearance, plus possible long- 
term savings. To spread out the cost of the 
planting installation, large projects can be 
designed as a master plan and installed in 
phases over several seasons. 

Aerate turf areas for a healthier, deeper 
root system. Aerification, the mechanical re- 
moval of soil cores, allows air, water and fer- 
tilizer to move downward and results in a 
deeper root structure'. When performed 
properly, the holes should be no more than 
2" apart. This process is critical if the lawn 
was sodded over clay soils typical in our re- 
gion. 

Be aware of turf diseases as a result of 
this summer's extreme rainfall and humidi- 
ty. Look for irregularly shaped blighted ar- 
eas and review them with a turf specialist. 
Apply a turf fungicide if diseases are pre- 
sent. There is time for one, possibly two, ap- 
plications (usually two or three is recom- 
mended for control) before fall dormancy. 
The fall treatment may not be a cure-all, so 
consider preventive applications in spring. 

Top dress, core aerify and seed disease- 
damaged turf in conjunction with fungicide 
applications to repair damage and provide 
new seed cultivars which the fungus may 
not attack. For best results, seed before mid- 
September. 

Use cultural practices to help prevent 



turf disease. Proper watering, fertilization, 
mowing height and core aeration are criti- 
cal. Prevention is far less costly than control. 

Know that plants with premature fall 
color may be under stress from too little or 
too much water or an insect problem. 
Check with a landscape professional for fur- 
ther assistance. 

Divide daylilies that overextend their 
boundaries. Dig around the parent plant 
and separate the individual plants formed 
around the base. The transplants will have 
time to reestablish before the ground 
freezes. 

Plant fall mums according to color and 
time of bloom. Blossoms usually begin be- 
tween September 15 and October 10, lasting 
six to eight weeks. Forced mums bloom and 
fade earlier. 

Consider planting hardy asters, flowering 
cabbage and flowering kale instead of mums. 
Kale and cabbage, the hardiest fall plants, may 
be left in the flower bed during winter if you do 
not intend to later plant bulbs in the space. Al- 
though the plants will not survive, they usually 
make an interesting flower bed filler even with 
a light snow cover. 

Prune, only on dry days, the dead 
branch tips on pines affected by a fungus 
prevalent because of the wet spring, Pruners 
should be cleaned with disinfected after 
trimming each plant to avoid transferring 
diseases. Severely affected trees should be 
removed, especially if they are near healthy 
pines. Before pruning, get a diagnosis and 
treatment plan for next spring from a land- 
scape contractor.

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As an alternative 
propane fills the bill

It's safe, it's clean, it's economical and it's a 
great alternative energy source. 

Originally discovered in 1910 by Dr. Walter 
O. Snelling, while working for the U.S. Bureau 
of Mines; LP (Liquefied Petroleum) Gas, other- 
wise known as Propane, has become a major 
source of energy for Americans. 

When we think of propane we generally 
think of the white cylinder-shaped containers 
that are most often attached to barbeque grills. 
In reality 1 1 billion gallons of propane are used 
annually. While the majority of propane usage 
(47%) is in the petrochemical industry, 39% of 
propane is used for heating and cooling 
homes, heating water, refrigeration, cooking, 
drying clothes, lighting, etc. in both residential 
and commercial areas. 

Propane is unique in the fact that it's not 
produced for itself. It's actually a by-product of 
two other processes. When natural gas is 
processed propane and butane are extracted 
from natural gas to prevent the propane and 
butane from condensing in the natural gas 
pipelines. When crude oil refineries make 
heating oils and gasoline for engines, propane 
is a by-product of those operations. 

Since 55% of propane production comes 
from the crude oil refinery process, the price of 
propane is generally influenced by the cost of 
crude oil. As the cost of a barrel of crude oil in- 
creases, so will the cost of propane gas increase. 

Roy Reidel, general manager, Hicksgas 
Lake Villa, Inc., E Grand., Lake Villa, explained 
that if the price of a barrel of crude oil remains 
between $20-$25 the price of propane will sta- 
bilize. If the price of a barrel of crude oil should 
reach $35-$37, as it did last winter, propane is 
still an economical energy source for heating 
because of the fact that it is such a highly effi- 
cient heating fuel. 

On a comparative basis, propane has more 
than twice the heating value of natural gas and, 



in general, it will cost considerably less to heat 
with propane than with electricity. The Dejjfl 
part men t of Energy statistics for the year 2000 
indicate that it would cost more than twice as 
much to run your water heater, domes dryer, 
furnace and range with electricity as it does 
with propane gas. 

Propane usage is safe. Propane has no nat- 
ural odor of its own. In 1933 a rotten egg scent 
was added to the product as an aid in detecting 
leaks. Propane is nontoxic and nonpoisonous. 
Propane is always in liquid form until used. If 
you were to have a propane leak the gas would 
dissipate into the air rather than forming a 
puddle on the ground. It has the lowest flam- 
mability range of any alternative fuel. The igni- 
tion source must reach 940 degrees before 
propane with air will ignite. On a comparative 
basis, gasoline's source of ignition must only 
reach 430 degree - 500 degrees. 

Domestic production of propane is not 
seasonal, while domestic usage is resulting in a 
supply/demand imbalance. When inventories 
of propane are built up, in the summer 
months, the price of propane is lowest. Reidel 
advises that the best time to purchase propane 
is right now. If you're not able to purchase your 
propane now, you may also save some money 
by signing up for the budget-billing plan. 
Hicksgas averages your annual gas usage for a 
three-year period and divides that figure into 
eleven equal monthly payments. In the 12th 
month you pay any additional amount due, or 
receive a refund for your overpayment 

CW Hicks established Hicksgas in 1927 
and opened the Lake Villa plant in 1956. Todd 
Coady, grandson of the founder, is now presi- 
dent of Hicksgas and there are a total of 35 
plants located in Illinois and Indiana. In addi- 
tion to servicing your propane needs the Lake 
Villa plant also sells barbeque grills and has a 
nice selection of parts and accessories for the 
grills.

Hammel and Payton share one interest, in 
music.

The museum has about 50,000 visitors a 
year. Attractions include the world's largest 
collection of picture postcards, the Lake

Payton, the man the call "Sweetness", for 
the way he ran and his playful temperament, 
played for the Bears from 1975-88, and led the 
team to the Super Bowl title in 1986.

His No. 34 has been 
retired since 1993, when he joined the NFL 
Hall of Fame in his first year of eligibility. 

He died Nov. 1, 1999, at age 45, from an 
aggressive bile duct cancer that made trans- 
plant treatment impossible.

Q B l am employed with a company in Cook county am! live 
■ in upper l-nke county, J spent! approximately 3 hours a 
tlay driving to and from work ant) have decided enough is 
enough. I moved up north 1 1 months ago and started thinking 
that with winter right around the corner, it is time for me to make 
a change, lite worst thing for me would be for my current 
employer to find out 1 am searching for a new job. I have watched 
him be brulul to former employees who were searching for some* 
thing else. In one ease, a eo- worker applied for a job elsewhere 
and (hut company contacted the boss to gel a reference. The boss 
came out of his office after getting off the phone with them 
yelling and screaming at this pour guy. using abusive language 
and firing him so horribly that co* workers tiptoed around for 
weeks in fear. Fortunately he received the job that he applied for, 
and his new boss to this day tells the story about the nasty refer- 
ence (hat the former boss gave to him. 1 would like to avoid this 
scenario at all cost. It would help if you would give me an idea 
of how to keep my job while searching for a new one. Please 
don't tell me to move close to work because that is not an option 
since my wife and I own our home. Thanks. R.C. - Vernon Hills 

A. Your friend's new boss sounds like a smart man. Any boss 
• that would give a horrible reference on a current employee 
only makes himself look foolish for keeping the employee. So what 
is the real story'/ Obviously, this former boss was caught off guard 
by a telephone call informing them that they have an employee who 
is interviewing for a job behind their back and who has the inten* 
lions of leaving your employment if all goes well. That could send 
any employer reeling from the news. As for releasing him from his 
job. the employer did what he had to do. How he chose to handle it 
was less than professional. It is more than significant to recognize 
the importance of keeping one's current employment while search* 
ing. There are some that woutd say. however, they left their job so 
they could devote their lime to finding the right job. I don't buy it. 
There ure steps you should take while searching and still employed. 
Make absolute sure thai whether you are working with a search 
firm or searching on your own. that you make il clear to your cur- 
rent employer must not know, as you will always risk the chance of 
being released from your job as a result. You may wish to confide 
in u co-worker who will attest to your current employment if a ref- 
erence is needed, however, trust should be a concern. You would 
Ik* better off to explain lo the potential employer your concent, and 
have alternate references available to them. These references 
should be from fonner employers and you should provide current 
contact information for each. He sure to contact these references 
ahead of time so there is no question that they are willing to com- 
ply with your request, ikm'l quit your job without having another. 
When you do receive a new position, give u notice of two weeks to 
your current employer, with the knowledge that there is the possi- 
bility that they may ask you lo leave at that moment. It happens all 
the lime so be prepared for this. Tiki many employees are caught 
off guard. Tlicy may ask for you to stay the full two weeks in order 
lo train someone new. Do not burn bridges if at all possible. You 
never know when you may need the help of that company again. 
Your final day, whether it be thai day or two weeks later should Ik* 
one your former employer remembers ...a professional exil. Good 
luck.
